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INSECTS AS BLUFFERS|NEW LUMBE 


MANY HAVE LITTLE TRICKS FOR 
SELF-DEFENCE. 


One Caterpillar Gets Away by Disguis- 
ing ttself as an Ant and Another 


Passes as a Scorpion—Daddy-Long- 
Legs Is Saved by His Awful Limbs 
—Bee-Flies Are Also Fourflushers 
In Their Appearance. 


A penniless man who struts about 


in fine clothes, making people think- 


he is a man of money and position, 
is practicing the art of bluff. Bluff, 
to be explicit, is the art of making 
much out of little, of causing people 
to think your brains or your position 
much greater than they really are. 

One would have thought that an art 
like this belonged to human beings, 
because it requires some intelligence 
to bluff successfully. Yet many mem- 
bers of the insect world are just as 
smart and effective at binff as men. 

Take caterpillars. Now, a caterpik 
lar is one of the most defenceless crea- 
tures in creation. As a general rule 
-—for there are a few exceptions—it 
cannot bite, or kick, or strike, or 
sting. But its enemies are so numer- 
ous that it is compelled to resort to 
some trick of self eee — Bs it 
has no weapons, it prattices ; 

The caterpillar of the Lobster Moth 
leads a life of incessant bluff. While 
very tiny it look just like an ant. 
“That funny brown thing with the 
awful jaws and straggly long ,, legs 
can’t possibly be a caterpillar,” is 
what its enemies think as they pass 
it by. 

Cates on in life, when it is too big 
to pretend to be an ant any linger, 
it takes to sitting on leaves with its 
hideous brown head and it bulging 
tail stack upright over its baek, and 
its front legs projected forward in 
such an attitude of menace that spid- 
ers and ichneumons dare not venture 
near. 

“That must be a dragon,” they 
would say, if they could speak. “Tf I 
go near it, it will surely tear me to 
pieces.” Yet, if they had the sense 
to look a little more closely, they 
would discover that it was a defence- 
less caterpillar capable only of wrig- 
cling when attacked. 

The caterpillar of the Common Puss 
Moth is another master of the art of 
bluff. When born it Tooks like a tiny 
scorpion, and no respectable spider 
or ichneumon attempts to attack it. 
As it grows bigger, it develops a violet 
saddls down its back, and a decora- 
tion round its face something like a 
monk’s cowl. Out of its tail proceed 
two long horns. When approached by 
an enemy or touehed by human 
hends, it instantly sits bolt upright, 
turna its dreadful-looking face on its 
tormentor and shoots out of the top 
of each horn a waving scarlet, sting- 
like thread. 

As a rnie, the enemy retreats in 
erent fright, believing it is about to 
he pouneod-upon, bitten, and stung 
te death. Yet in sober truth the art- 
ful caterpillar is preeticine bluff. Its 
terribl: freee felse alarm, for it 
eannot bite or strike hard enough to 
inflict » wound, end the two sting- 
like sesrlet threads wave about in the 
pir without ejecting any poison.

The long-leeged spider—whieh, by 
the bye, is no spider at all—is another 
defeneeless crosture that relies on 
bluff. Tn this ease all the bluff is in 
ugly legs. Considered as legs, 
they are weak, ungainly limbs, easily 


chbroken, and frequently in the erea- 


fure’s wav when it tries to erawl 
through crevices. 

But all the world is afraid of those 
legs.

evs the timid littl: spider, who is too 
-mall to tackle wasps, but would read- 
iy overeome the bee-thy if only he 
mall reeoenize it. “ET wish there 
wore fewer wasps about and more 
Vos.’ savs the little tom-tit from his 
noreh on a tree as he surveys a gar- 
ton buzzing with beo-flies all pre- 
tending to be whet he does not eat. 

Many moths and butterflies deecive 
their enemies by pretending to be 
withered leaves or flowers, but, of 
eourse. » lerge number of Insects are 
enite destitute of the art of bloff. 
Perhepa the most prominent of these 
is the house-fly, who may be deserib- 
ed as the very pattern of foolish hon- 
estv. 

One honest insect makes another's 
dinner, is the rule in the insect 
world, and in eansequence of his braz- 
en impudenee and hia ignorance of 
bluff. the. common house-fly is more 
widely eaught and devoured by spid- 
ers, wasps, and birds than almost any 
other insect. ; 

Bluff is a useful art. Mind you, It 
is not hypocrisy or harmful in true 
bluff. Tt is simply a means of self: 
protection against the slings and ar 
rows of the workd, and only becomes 
harmful when mixed oo. vanity 
and wilful deception, which are quite 
different things.

Disracli’s winning gentleness, 
his sympathies, so wide that prin- 
ces and cottagers coveted and 
sought his counsel, his unselfish- 
ness, his pluck and his effrontery 
have been the subject of many stor- 
ies, almost as many, indeed, as 
those of his wit and humor. It has 
been possible, however, for his 
most recent biographer, Mr. Walt- 
er Sichel, to give fresh instances o 
the high morality of Disraeli, af- 
terward Earl of Beaconsfield. 

It is not generally known that on 
at least four occasions during the 
decade of the fifties Disraeli offered 
to sacrifice his personal position to |

Thrilling Tragedies of the Sea— 
Wrecks, Fires, Collisions, 
and Mutinies. 


There is a popular impression 
that those who go to sea in ships 
nowadays are practically as safe as 
travellers by railway, and safer 
than the speeding motorist. But 
anyone who frequents the docks, 
and talks with deep-sea sailormen 
in their haunts ashore, knows that 
the deep-sea ‘‘windjamme.:’’ still 
meets with all the dangers and ad- 
ventures that Clarke Russell wrote 
about. 

At Liverpool, the other day, the 
story of an amazing voyage of the 
sailing ship Australasia was told in 
the police-court. The captain was 
charged with wounding the second 
mate with a revolver, and it was al- 
leged that he was insane at the 
time. ‘Three colored seamen were 
convicted of mutinous conduct, and 
the boatswain was sent to gaol for 
firing a revolver to the danger of 
the crew. It was evident that there 
had been pandemonium aboard, 
and the only wonder is that the ship 
ever reached port, says a writer in 
London Answers. 

One of ‘the most thrilling of re- 
cent ocean tragedies was the burn- 
ing of the British barque Carnar- 
von Castle, in the Indian Ocean, 
early in. the past year.

FRENCH NAVY HANDICAPPED. 


Why Arsenals Take Four Years to 
Build Battleships. 


On the confession of M. Picard, 
the French: Minister of Marine, 
while England builds a battleship 
in two years, it takes France five 
years to construct one. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
dilatory manner in which the work 
is performed in French arsenals, 
says M. Gerville Reache, the son of 
a former deputy, is that the French 
navy is paralyzed by red tape and 
bureaucracy. 

As an example of what passes in 
the Government dockyards at Tou- 
lon, M. Reache states that before 
a rivet can be driven into a sheet 
of iron a written request for au. 
thorization must be transmitted to 
Paris, passing through the hands of 
twenty-two intermediaries, until it 
reached the head of the Admiralty. 

The reply goes through the same 
process, so that before a working- 
man at Toulon can hit a rivet on 
the head twenty-four persons must 
give their consent. 

Although 6,500 workmen are on 

e books at Toulon arsenal, M. 
Reache says it gives him the im- 
pression of a dead city.
